On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 
It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publicrtion to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decidea it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication.

through Special Assistant Lee White that the President was keeping an eye on racial 
developments in Saint Augustine, Florida. King also said he talked with White on 
three occasions in recent days and said he was told "the Federal Government would 
not stand by while the rights of Negroes are not protected." 
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White was investigated by the Bureau at the request of the Kennedy 
Administration, White House, during December, 1960, and January, 1961, at which 
time he was being considered for the position of White House assistant Special vounsel. 
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(A copy of the memorandum furnished the White House, dated 1-9-61, is attached.)
